DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on April 8, 2003 and March 22, 2004. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed certified copies of the Japanese applications as required by 35 U.S. C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kita (U.S. Patent No. 
5,402,263). Kita teaches a rear projection type projector device comprising Ught image output 
means 2 for outputting a light image, reflecting means 4 for reflecting the light image from the 
light image output means, and a screen member 6b on which the Ught image reflected by the 
reflecting means is projected, the device allowing the light image projected from a rear side of 
the screen member to be viewed from a front side of the screen member, the device fiirther 
comprising: a transparent member 6a located so as to incline from a vertical plane, wherein the 
screen member is located so as to be placed on the transparent member. The appUcant is 
directed to review figures 4 and 6-9, 
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aaim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cook (U.S. Patent 
No. 4,139,283) in view of Miyata (U.S. Patent No. 5,745,288). Kita teaches a rear projection 
type projector device comprising light image output means 20 for outputting a light image, 
reflecting means 50 for reflecting the light image from the light image output means, and a 
screen member 14 on which the light image reflected by the reflecting means is projected, the 
device allowing the hght image projected fi'om a rear side of the screen member to be viewed 
from a front side of the screen member. The screen is inclined to the vertical plane. Cook does 
not teach the transparent member which the screen is attached to. Miyata teaches in figure 1 a 
layer 7 to which the screen is attached. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize the features taught by Miyata for the purpose of 
preventing scratches on the screen.
